True, there 
are Some possible Asian American Republicans who 
might be interested in the position. 已 astJesk however， 
feels strongly that Seid is the most experienced, most 
qualified, and likeliest candidate to pass Senate muster. 
He is the only Asian to have served on the board.

Golden Star Club left three dead and eight persons 
wounded. Less than two months later, in another part of 
the country, 13 persons were Shot to death in a Seattle 
Chinatown club. There is enough bloodshedto showthat 
underworld activities havenotSsubsided sincethe Golden 
Dragon Restaurant shootoutin San Francisco five years 
ago. ; 
Underworld activities never benefit a community. 
And yet，the Chinese American communities have 
tolerated the underworld elements to the point that they 
call them “social clubs.”Victims of their activities， 
under threats and deep fear of reprisals, seldom come 
forward to be wWitnesses. 

Leaders of our community，not only carefully 
avoiding stepping on the toes of the gangs,Sometimes go 
So far as to join their clubs. As aresult, everybody keeps 
mum until the next ttme Somebody gets a bulket i in the 
head. 

In most American cities, the police take the attitude 
that the Chinese keep to themselves. As long as the 
Chinese gangs do not victimize non-Chinese, all is well. 
Little do they realize that the great majority of Chinese 
Americans are law-abiding citizens, and they, too, fall 
Victims to these elements. And they，too，are not 
receiving adequate protection from the law. 

We turge enlightened members of our community to 
find employment and other opportunities for gang- 
related young people. Neighborhoods should set up 


crime-watch groupstoreporton and discourage gangand 


other illegal activities. 


We specially urge law enforcement groups to 


familiarize themselves with the Chinese communities.

“TI am also getting a check for $248， 
but this will also be cut off as of the 
end of this month.” 

Sam Roing lives with her father， 
mother，two younger Sisters and a 
younger brother in a one bedroom 
apartment “ converted from  a 
rundown inn. Flies Swarming over 
SeVeTal garbage cans greetthose who 


.enter. 


The interior is sparsely furnished 
With two mattresses placed side by 
Side on the floor that occupy most of 
the living room. One bedside table， 
one chair and aloveseat completethe 
fornishings. Everything is worn 
down to the bone. An even more 
spartan bedroom contains two 
mattresses, period. 

The Rakchat family pays $200 a 
Imonth in rent，Pplus electricity. 
Eortunately，the old heater works: 
the 尽 akchats lack warm blankets， 
among other things. 

The Rakchats fled Cambodia 
When the Communists took over. 人 A 
Six-day walk took them to Thailand 
Wherethey spentfive yearslivingin a 
refugee camp. IThough one Sister 
remains in thecamp，another Sang 
Din, and herhusband,now live in an 
apartmentinthe samebuilding. Sang 
Din studies sewing in Chinatown 
While her husband learns English at 
a church.

Were 让 not for 
efforts by various groups and 
individuals in domating clothing， 
food, and other necessities, the lives 
of refugees like the Rakchats would 
be untenable. 

MIr. Rakchat beamed a broad 
smile of appreciation while trying on 
a used jacket brought to him by 
Mildred Wong, awoman helping out 
the Southeast Asian refugees. She 
collects food and clothing, and every 
Weekend distributes them to West 
Oakland residents like the Rakchats. 

Wong noted that people have 
been very generous in donating their 
used clothing. A rather new-looking 
coat from Lord and Taylors sat in a 
pile among some of the Rakchats” 
Imeagerbelongings. 工 he contrast WaS 
striking. 

Saving Ngin， who- came from 
Battambang in Cambodia, stayed in

Nying Wang Saeteum is a 12- 
year-old whose family used to work 
as farmers in Laos. Nying Wangdid 
not ITemember too much of her 
childhood, but she knew it was hard. 
“If we don't work at the farm，we 
don't get enough to eat,” she 
Tecalled. Nying Wang is Mien，an 
ethnic minority living in Laos. 

The Saeteurn_ family fled to 
IThailand after the Communists took 
oOVer their farm.

1980，the family settled in West 
Oakland.

Darien Louie observed that the 
classes attract a lot of Lao Mien， 
Laotian，and Cambodian people， 
“Ofthe 75 people whom we serve in 
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our day classes, approximately 30 are 
Lao Mien or Laotian, and 10 to 15 
are Cambodian.” 

While many refugees are Dnow 
spending most oftheirtime in classes， 
for most ， Schooling has neverT 
been apart oftheirlives. None ofthe 
younger people interviewed everT 
wentto school in Cambodia or Laos. 
Their first scholastic experiences 
came， rather ironically，in the 
refugee camps in Thailand. 

Apart from the difficulty 
understanding fast-spoken English， 
most of the younger children did not 
admit to having too much trouble 
with learning at school， And,， 
everyone claimed to study after 
School. 


Mildred Wong recalled that the 
time she brought Some books to the 
refugees, they loved them.“IThey're 
Very eager to learn.” She lamented， 
however, that most families did not 
have adequate lighting for nighttime 
reading. 


DIFFICULT 
Properlighting is, of course, only 
one item in a long list of what the 
refugees Sorely need，With their 
WwWelfare checks and food stamp 
allocations cut back, they are going 
through particularly difficult times. 


Rosemary Lee indicated that 
the refugees need clothing, blankets， 
food，household goods，furniture， 
toys and“just about anything you 
can part with.” Lee，who had 
appealedtothe Asian community for 
help through the Organization of 
Chinese Americans and the South 
Bay Chinese Club, reported a good 
Tesponse. 

As for the refugees themselves... 
Even with the little that she had， 
young Nying Wang was ready to 
give Working with her still 
unfinished red egg macrame，she 
promised,，“Come back after New 
Year, and 工 will give you one with a 
red egg.”

HONG KONG 一 While the 
United States has widely accepted 
heart surgery and transplants as 
treatments for heart ailments，a 
Chinese herb doctor claims that 
for heart diseases, medicinal herbs 
“have proved successful. The 


”herbal cure is aljso likely to free the 


patients from future occurrence, 
This is the view of Dr，Ho 

Shu-fen，a Chinese scholar and 

herbalist for over ten years， 

Though a general practitioner，he 

has successfully treated many 

patients with heart problems. 

EXERT 


One septuagenarian told 天 ast/- 


West after he had been treated by 
Dr，Ho，he was able to exert 
himself in walking without any 
pain or discomfort in his chest. 
He had sufferedq _ angina pectoris， 
he said. 

The herbalist has treated many 
heart patients and- most had no 
further heart complaints，except 
under heavy physical exertion': or 

-mental stress. Ho emphasized that 
his treatment was in accordance 
with the usual Chinese or herbalist 
-Way， 

“In our 
medicine，we use an animal heart 
to _ cure heart disease,”said Ho. 
“Of course it is not a case of 
transplant OF artificial device as in 
the West. But the animal heart， 
usually that of a pig，is to be 
boiled with the right kinds of 
herbs in water to be taken orally.… 

Ho explained that certain herbs 
Eo with the pig's heart to make up 
the medication，which is to _ clear 
the arteries of clots and other 
obstructions and to _ soften the 
hardening of the arteries. 

This _ treatment is designed to 
help normalize the circulation of 


blood to and from the heart, That | 


Ineans the removal of all sorts of 
heart troubles, he said .

In Hong Kong the number of 


deaths from heart diseases exceeds 
that from all other causes， 
including cancer， While many 
Chinese prefer Western medicine 
and surgery，others seek onut 
Chinese medicine which has been 


commonly used for thousands of . 


years in China， 

This herbal treatment has been 
going on not only in Hong 玉 ong， 
but also in Taiwan，China,， and ip 
Chinese communities throughout 
the United States and elsewhere ip 
the world. 

As usual for emergency cases， 
Chinese patients invariably de- 

pend on Western medicine， 
including injections and surgery， 
Some may turn to acupuncture for 
quick relief， Chinese medicine 
gemerally does ,not take effect as 
quickly as Western methods.

southern California.

The commission TeVieWS 
decisions made by the Department 
of Fair Employment and Housing 
which are appealed. Its scope of 

”cases runs a widegamaut, and includes 
housing and employment 
discrimination due to race, Sex and 
national origin. 

For Guimaraes, the end did not 
come totally as a Surprise. At the 
end of what she and her fellow 
commissioners suspected might be 
her last meeting, Guimaraes and her 
friends celebrated heartily. 

Though she was not the first 
Asian appointed to that body， 


Guimaraes has served the longest.

He described the two aspects of 
his new position.“Onthelegalside, 工 
am the principal lawyer and legal 
advisor to the commissioners. 工 
investigate and advise them how to 
go on certain legal questions， We 
also prepare memos and legislation， 
and I supervise all the legal work. 

Thanks to his prior years as an 
attorney for the commission, he was

on-the-job type training.

Looming behind the immediate 
issues of re-hiring is the question of 
what, 这 any, roletheUAW willhave 
attheplantregardless of who is hired 
there， While the joint venture is 
designed“to introduce the Ioyota 
system in an Americanized way,” in 
the words of Toyoda, many fear that 
the Toyota System is an anti-union 
System. 

Other Japanese auto makers 
operatingin the US have ahistory of 
being anti-union， charge Union 
activists， The Nissan Motor Co.， 
which is building a truck plant in 
Tennessee， has “declared its 
opposition to any attempts by the 
UAW to unionize its work force.
